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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE 


HIRAM — 1947 


Public health nursing activities in Hiram this past 
year have been limited due to the shortage of public 
health nurses. 


Home visits have been made to infants and pre-school 
children to assist the parents in solving their health 
problems. 


In addition, children with crippling conditions or 
heart involvement have been visited to interpret to the 
family the physician’s recommendations. 

In the coming year it is planned that your town will 
participate in group public health activity since this 
is the most logical way of reaching a greater part of 
the community. 

This spring, with the help of volunteers, the nurse 
plans to establish immunization clinics to protect the 
children against smallpox and diphtheria. 

During the summer months, at least three Child 
Health Conferences may be held to which infants and 
pre-school children will be invited. At these conferences 
a physician is in attendance to examine each child. 


Protection against some of the most dreaded diseases 
is also offered.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Hiram: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my annual re- 
port as your superintendent of schools. 


I am pleased to report that there were no changes in 
the teaching staff during the past year. At South Hiram, 
Mrs. Gladys Jewell returned to the grammar grades and 
Mrs. Mary Stearns to the primary grades. At Mt. Cutler 
school, Miss Alice Gray returned to the primary grades, 
Mrs. Katherine Clemons to the intermediate grades and 
Mr. Louis Loring, Jr., to the grammar grades and as 
principal. 


Miss Gray attended summer school at the Farmington 
State Teachers’ College. The efforts of our teachers to 


improve their professional education directly benefits 
our children. 


The Hiram elementary schools are fortunate in being 
scheduled for a visit by Miss Zelda Gordon, State Super- ~ 
visor of Elementary Education, during the weeks of 
March 22-April 2. Miss Gordon formerly taught social 
studies in the public schools of Winchester, Massachu- 
setts. We hope to receive valuable counsel and guidance 
in revising the social studies curriculum and selecting 
the textbooks needed for a more up to date course of 
study. 

Through ‘the efforts: of the South Hiram’ P.T. A: an 
excellent lunch program was conducted at the South 
Hiram school during the winter of 1947. Through the 
lack of help this valuable program is not being operated 
this year. The value of a hot, well-balanced and nourish- 
ing noon meal was demonstrated in the improved work 
done by the children of the south school. It is hoped that 
this valuable program will be revived next fall.

Though the repair program was curtailed in order to 
reduce the amount of the overdraft authorized in the 
special town meeting of last August, many repairs and 
renovations were made. 


In the Mt. Cutler intermediate room the ceiling was 
replaced with weather wood covering. The room was 
painted a light-reflecting but soft green with cream 
colored trim. A black mop board strip was painted at the 
bottom of the wainscoating. New split shades were 
installed to enable the teacher to make the greatest 
possible use of the available natural light but at the 
same time reduce the harmful effect of direct. glare of 
the sun. The wood work of the desks was varnished and 
the metal work painted with black enamel. A new bell 
rope was installed. Urgently needed changes were made 
in the electrical circuits. The furnace blower and water 
pump were placed on a circuit separate from the light 
circuit. This reduces the dimming caused by the drain 
made by the two motors running at the same time the 
lights are being used. A new combination fuse and . 
switch box was installed to eliminate a dangerous over- 
loading of the lines. The Central Maine Power Company 
ran a third line into the building to feed the blower and 
pump motors. This was done at no extra cost to the 
town. An inspection of that section of the financial 
report dealing with hghts and water will show that these 
changes combined with the installation of the water 
tank and pump in the building are beginning to pay for 
themselves by the sizeable reductions in the amount of 
current used. 


A galvanized flagpole complete with ball and cleat 
has been. ordered. It will be installed as soon as it is 
delivered. 


At the south school a new porch was erected. When 
the carpenter attempted to repair a large hole in the 
steps and replace the newel post he found that the tim- 
bers were so rotten that they would not hold the nails.

The plaster in the primary room was patched and the 
walls and ceiling painted with two coats of light-reflect- 
ing but soft colored paint. The ceiling was painted with 
eggshell finish. The walls were painted with a soft 
green and a cream colored trim. The wood work of the 
desks was varnished and the metal work painted with 
black enamel. The basketball backboards, swings and 
teeter boards which were installed last year by the 
South Hiram P.T.A., continued to bea’ source of plea- 
sure and profitable exercise. 


Further protection against the danger of fire was pro- 
vided by the installation of one and three-quarter gallon 
Fyre-Fiter extinguishers to each building and one, one 
and one-half quart carbon-tetrachloride extinguishers 
for each room. This combination of extinguishers fur- 
nishes protection against oil, electrical and wood or 
paper fiires. The carbon-tetrachloride extinguishers | 
are reported to be useful against fires inside partitions. 


Mrs. Evelyn Kelley represented the Superintending 
School Committee on an inspection trip through the 
Kennebunk Junior-Senior High School last fall. The trip 
to the school was made in company with representatives 
of Area High School Committees and Superintending 
School Committees from Baldwin, Cornish, Parsons- 
field, Porter and Sebago. The party rode in the latest 
model of a Reo Safety School Bus. The Athletic Field, 
the Industrial Arts shops, the Home Economics and 
Physical Science laboratories and Gymnasium seemed to 
be the most interesting. 

One of the purposes of this trip was to see what an 
area high school building would be lke which would be 
large enough to accommodate the children of junior- 
senior high school age in this union. The other purpose 
was to see what kind of transportation could be furnished 
by the latest model of the new Reo Safety Bus. 

The water at ‘Mt. Cutler school was tested by the 
State Department of Health and Welfare and found to

be satisfactory. New State legislation requires that this 
analysis be made each year. 

If it is desired to continue the needed schedule of 
repairs, the following repairs should be considered in 
the near future. 


Mt. Cutler School 
Replace present ceiling in the grammar room. 
Paint the grammar room. 
Replace the two doors at the main entrances. 
Repair, paint and putty the window sash and frames. 
Bulletin boards in the grammar room and the inter- 
mediate room. ; 


South Hiram School 
Paint the grammar room. 
Bulletin boards installed in the primary and grammar 
room. 
Storm windows for the grammar room. 
Storm entry-way over porch at main entrance.

Superintending School Committee and approved by the 
Town Budget Committee:
